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(57) Abstract: An image pickup optical system (1 10) of an iris image pickup camera (100) has a common optical axis in an area 
where an iris, which is a subject, is located, and also has first and second branch optical axes branching fix)m the conunon optical 
axis. The image pickup optical system (1 10) has a plurality of in-focus ranges deviating from each other on the conunon optical axis 
for respective ones of first and second branch optical paths passing along the respective first and second branch optical axes. An 
image pickup element (12) and an image processing part (13) produce image data of an iris image as focused through the first and 
second branch optical paths. In this way, there can be provided an iris image pickup camera of a simple structure capable of quickly 
capturing an iris image for iris authentication without imposing any inconveniences on the person to be authenticated. 
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
